
 
Waiver Application for the CTE Information Technology Endorsement 

 
 

 282-13.28(34) f.  Waiver of coursework requirements. During the first year of 
implementation, the coursework requirements may be waived if the practitioner demonstrates 
relevant content knowledge mastery and successful teaching experience in this endorsement 
area through criteria established by the board of educational examiners. 

 
1. Applicants must obtain the new CTE Information Technology endorsement (or a 

conditional license) in order to teach CTE Information Technology courses if the district 
wishes to offer these courses as one of their CTE service areas. This waiver provision is 
only available from August 9, 2017 to August 9, 2018.  
 

2. Waiver Requirements:  
a. Initial, Standard, or Master Educator license  
b. Two years or more of experience teaching HS Information Technology 

coursework 
c. Recommendation from the school administrator 
d. College coursework, staff development, or artifacts demonstrating technology 

content and methods knowledge 
 
Note: Applicants who do not already hold an endorsement in a CTE area (FCS, 
agriculture, business) are not eligible to have the CTE pedagogy/methods coursework 
waived.  

 
3. The fee for the endorsement and/or waiver evaluation is $60. Include a check payable to 

the BoEE for $60 with this application. The fee to add the CTE Information 
Technology endorsement is $50. You will be notified if you are eligible and you can pay 
the $50 fee at that time. All fees are nonrefundable.  
 

4. Please allow four weeks for the review of the waiver request.  
 

5. Once the review is complete, you will receive a letter stating one of the following:  
(1) you have met the requirements and may apply to add the endorsement, or  
(2) you have not met the requirements (including a list of deficient areas).  
Conditional licensure is a possibility in this case if the endorsement is needed to offer 
CTE information technology courses.

 (2) Project-based methodologies that support active and authentic learning, fostering an 
inclusive computing culture, collaborative groupings, and opportunities for creative and 
innovative thinking.

 (4) Digital citizenship including the social, legal, ethical, safe and effective use of computer 
hardware, software, peripherals, and networks.
